INTERVIEWS. 
SENATOR CARPENTER. 
Special Dispateh to The Chicago Tribune, 

WasHINGTON, April 22.—Senator Carpenter was 
called upon this evening. The Senator was not 
in an affable mood, but nevertheless submitted 
to the interviewing process with a commendable 
degree of gravity. The conversation was inaug- 
urated somewhat unceremoniously : 

Correspondent—What are your impressions of 
Grant’s veto message ? 

Mr. Carpenter—The document speaks for it- 
self. 

Correspondent—Of course it does, but what 
are your views? 

Mr. Carpenter—It isa very droll document, 
| and not at all satisfactory to the friends of the 
bill. 

Correspondent—What do you believe will be 
its result upon the country? 

Mr. Carpenter—I fear it will result in disaster. 
It throws the whole question back upon Con- 
gress, and demoralizes everybody and every- 
thing. 

Correspondent—What do you think of the 
President's objection to the increase of the 
greenback circulation ? 

Mr. Carpenter —As I remarked before, the en- 
tire message is droll in the extreme. He argues 
that the $44,000,000 should be held as a reserve 
to be issued or withdrawn at the option of the 
Secretary of the Treasury. I held that if the 
Secretary of the Treasury bas a legal right to put 
out the reserve, Congress certainly enjoys the 
same privilege, and ‘should exercise it. The 
President’s argument is lame. 

Correspondent— What does the President im- 
ply in recommending that the revenues be in- 
creased so as to meet current expenditures ? 

Mr. Carpenter—Manifestly he means increased 
import duties and incréased internal taxation. 

orrespondent—In what spirit will the country 
receive the recommendation. 

Mr. Carpenter—It will not meet with applause 
everywhere ? 

Correspondent— What will be the effect of the 
veto upon the Republican party? Will it not 
have a demoralizing tendency ? 

Mr. Carpenter—Well, I don't know. The re- 
sumptionists are more exercised about the veto 
than we are. They dare not adjourn without 
affording the count 
is my impression that, before we get through 
with this question, soe will accord us more than 
we wouid Lave gained by the present bi!l becom- 
ing a law. 

Corréspondent—Then the expansionists will 
be the gainers in the end? 

Mr. Carpenter—Yes, sir; the other side will 
be compelled to’accede to our terms. 

Correspondent—You think they cannot afford 
to quarrel with you? 

Mr. Carpenter—Of all men, the resumption- 
ists of the East are the least liable to split with 
us. If they should, however, adjourn without 
passing a measure of some sort increasing the 
currency, and thus throw the question upon the 
country for settlement, the result will be a sec- 
tional fight. 

Correspondent—The West and South arrayed 
against the East? 

Mr. Carpenter—That is the idea. 

Correspondent—Then there is apprehension of 
a burst up of the Republican party ? 

Mr. Carpenter—Yes, sir. 

THE KON. JOHN L. BEVERIDGE, . 
Governor of Illinois, was found in the act of 
paying his bill at Willard's Hotel, prior to taking 
the train for Chicago. 

In response to inquiries, he said he was disap- 


pointed in the President, and fearful of the effect |

FINAL DIVIDEND OF THE GERMANIA 

INSURANCE COMPANY. 

A meeting of policy-holders in the bankrupt 
Germania Insurance Company was held yester- 
day in the United States Circuit Court room, 
for the purpose of hearing the final report of 
Assignee Vocke. 

Mr. Vocke read the report, showing that the 
claims proved against the Company amounted to 
$3,199,177.70; the amount received from all 
sources was $185,588.88, and of this $104,759.51 
had been paid out for dividends and expenses. 
Rosenthal & Pence received 85,265 for legal 
services, $4,447 was expended for expenses, and 
$7,500 given to the Assignee, etc., leaving a bal- 
ance of $30,799.37 to be divided. 

Mr. Gustavus Busse made some severe com- 
ments on the singuiar way chosen by the Court 
to dispose of certain notes, to the amount of 


$15,000, signed by A. C. Hesing, and secured by 


170 shares of the capital stock of tlie J/linois 
Staats-Zeitung Company. It appeared, he said,

while nearly all thé other desperate claims had 
been sold at public auction to the highest bidder.

PROF. PATTON’S AMENDED INDICTMENT. 


against Prof. Swing, once more returns to the 
conflict, aud on this indictment, which Prof. 
Patton may possibly understand, the trial will

fense Prof. Swing may adopt, it is not within 
the limits even of conjecture, to say. While 
Prof. Patton has been as vociferous as a 
guinea-hen, Prof. Swing has been silent as an 
oyster.

Those of our readers 
who have had the time and the patience, at this 
season of house-cleaning, to wade through these 
specifications, must have observed that the very 
head and front, the Alpha and Omega, of them, 
is Unitarianism, whatever that may be. Unita- 
rianism is Prof. Patron's bete noir. However far 
Prof. Patton may wander away in seeking to 
frame a specification, he inevitably returns to 
Unitarianism. Like the composer, he modulates 
into many keys, but he always closes his move- 
ment in the original key. His (Prof. Swing's) 
references to doctrine “‘admit easily of con- 
struction in accordance with the theology of the 
Unitarian denomination.” Leading Unitarian 
ministers, to-wit: the Rev. R. Laird Collier and 
the Rev. Minot J. Savage, have affirmed that his 
preaching ii substantially Unitarian.“ He was 
advertised to lecture, and did lecture, in aid of a 
Unitarian Chapel. He has written articles toshoy 
that Robert Collyer and Robert Patterson preach 
substantially the same Gospel. He has declared 
to the Rev. Robert Laird Collier that he agreed 
with him (Collier) in his theological views.” And 
so on, through specification after specification. 
They all hinge upon this dreadful fact of Uni- 
tarianism. It Grops out in allusions to doctnne 
and to persons. He cannot allude to the late 
Mary Price Collier, John Stuart Mill, Mozart, 
Penelope and Socrates, Catherine of Rugai 
Victor Cousin, Guizot, Voltaire, Paine, or 
Froude, without immediately enveloping them 
in this cloud of Unitarianism, as the cuttle-fish 
darkens the water with its inky fluid, and then 
seeks to gain advantage of its opponent by 
retiring into its obscurity.

HOW TO CONFUSE A JURY. 
The objects of the statute of Illinois requir- 
ing the charge of the Judge toa jury tobe in 
writing were probably two-fold: First, to pre- 
vent the Judge from influencing the verdict of 
the jury upon questions of fact by so skillfully 
biending his statements of the law with assump- 
tions of fact as would create, in their minds, the 
impression that certain facts had been fully 
proven, when, perhaps, it was their duty to find, 
as jurors, that those facts had not been proven. 
Secondly, to secure to both litigants the power to 
bring the entire charge of the Judge before the 
Appellate Court for review, and to correct the 
errors of the Judge, if any were made. Where 
the Judge's charge is oral and extemporane-. 
ous, as in most other States and in England, 
the only mode by which countel can bring any 
portion of his charge before the Appellate 
Court for review is by stating orally, at theclose | 
of the Judge’s charge, their exceptions to such 
portions, and afterward reducing to writing the 
portions excepted to, and submitting their state- 
ments to the Judge himself, who decides in set- 
tling their bill of exceptions whetber the coun- 
sel have stated his charge correctly or not. Of 
course, if he happens to have charged one thing 
to the jury, and to insist upon so settling the 
bill of exceptions as to show to the Appellate 
Court that he has charged a wholly different 
thing, the ‘injured party is without remedy. 
Hence the origin of our statute. And yet the 
oral system had certain great advantages: and, 
since the presence of a phonographic reporter 
renders it unnecessary in all cases in which 


should be first reduced to writing in order 
that the true language used may be accurately 
preserved, it may be well to inquire whether the 
disadvantages of the system of written charges 
do not more than outweigh the reasons that in- 
duced its adoption, | 

The system, being based on distrust of the 
Judge, either as to his capacity or his honesty, 
necessarily works by shackling his utterance. 
Of course, being shackled, he performs his judi- 
cial task as imperfectiy as any other shackled 
object hobbles through its race—as imperfectly 
as the attorneys on either side would sum up 
the facts if they were required to clip their soar- 
ing wings, abstract their rhetorical tail-feathers, 
and read a scroll of badly-written manu- 
script to a slumbering and disgusted 
jury. If the Bench of IIlinois had the 
numbers and power of the Bar, and had retal- 
iated upon them by requiring that counsel 
should address the jury in writing, would the 
difficulty in the way of fully presenting each 
separate side of the case be greater than 
present difficulty of stating the law of the whdle 
case impartially? It not only implies that our 
Judges are not to be trusted with the privilege 
of extemporaneous speech, which depreciates 
them relatively to.the Judges elsewhere ; but, if 
all our Judges were veritable Mansfields and 
Marshalls, it would reduce them to tne pitiful 
level of readers of attorney's manuscripts. A mere 
Dogberry could make a selection from such 
propositions of law as might be offered to him 
in writing by Mr. Leonard Swett on the one 
side, or by Mr. Corydon Beckwith on the other, 
and read them with about as much safety or in- 
fluence as a Story or a Tenterden... Aud very 
few Storys and Tenterdens will be developed. in 
the performance of duties so shackled in their 
mode of performance that a. Dogberry would 
answer as well. The oral charge of an able and 
honest Judge is the crowning charm, the chef 
d ubre, of a well-conducted trial. However 
able the oounsel may be, their sophistries dis- 
solve, the confusions incident to the trial disap- 
pear, and order comes out of chaos, as a 
clear-headed~ and impartial Court proceeds 
with its analysis of the case, until, at the end, 
counsel and parties alike are surprised that they 
should have differed on a matter so plain. By 
the oral charge a Judge is permitted to defend 
the principles of impartial justico as freely as 
the advocate may speak iu the interests of one 
side. Is there no gain in this ? 

Of course, during the hurry of a jury-trial, no 
Judge, unless be adjourns Court for that pur- 
pose, can write out a charge that would compare 
in scope, lucidity, and value with one which he 
would deliver orally. He is dependent mainly 
on the two or three hurried sentences he may jot 
down while counsel are summing up, and on the 
selection he may make from the mass of in-

Imagine the shackled Judge bound to utter, 
not one merely, but upwards of forty such propo-

In the case in which the above charge was given 
the jury listened to the evidence, and under- 
stood it. They heard the summing up, 
and comprehended that. The case was pretty 
clear until, as they were going out, the 
Judge threw after them the instructions pre- 
pared by the opposing counsel. Had he been 
allowed to simply talk to the jury he would prob- 
ably have removed all remaining obscurities. 
Instead of that, the charge surrounded the jury 


like a horizon of clouas; it rose and mantled the 


heavens until the evidence was shut out. It 
thickened the whole air with darkness like a 
tempest of snow in the Sierras, For 
twenty-six long hours of : obstinate com- 
bat and discussion the jurors struggled 
for a verdict amidst the waves of discord into 
which this monstrous charge had plunged them. 
At the end of this time they disagreed. Their 
verdict died of inanition, produced by that ab- 
normal stupidity which overwhelms all human 
utterance when obliged to pass through the con- 


Each sentence of the charge in itself was an 
acute, searching, shrewd, almost impenetrably- 
profound, intellectual production. The whole 
combined produced an intellectual eclipse. 


THE DWARFS OF AFRICA. 

There have ever been traditions of strangely- 
formed tribes of human beings dwelling in Cen- 
tral Africa. That unknown region has been 
peopled by fancy and fable with tailed men, 
hideous hybrids, half human and half bestial, 
dwarfs, and giants. Travelers who have plunged 
into it have had their stories of discovery met 
with cool incredulity., It was years before Du 
Ohaillu could convince people that the gorilla 
was not a myth. When the animal's existence 
was definitely established, it was thought by 
many to account for the stories of men with 
tails. A truer explanation has been given by the 
explorations of Dr. Schweinfuerth, the German 
Livingstone. This intrepid traveler .spent the 
three years from 1868 to 1871 in the 
heart of Africa. One of the tribes he 
reached was the Bongo. All its male mem- 
bers wear an animal’s tail fastened by 
a string tied round the middle of the body. 
This explains the fable of the tailed men as 
fully as a man on horseb@ex explains the myth 
of the Centaurs. The most curious of Dr. 
Schweinfuerth’s minor discoveries was yet to 
come. Throughout his long journey he had 
heard of pigmies that lived near the equator. 
They were never over three feet tall, said his 
Nubian servants, and they wore beards that 
reached to their knees. They were skilled ele- 
phant-hunters, creeping under thg animals and 
killing them with stabs from below. They were 
im great demand as Court buffoons. The ex- 
plorer put little faith in these stories, thinking 
that seeing was better than hearing. Finally he 
saw. At the Court of a cannibal King, who ate 
a baby daily, he found several pigmies. They 
were very shy, and kept out of his 
way for several days. At length his 
servants caught one. 1 looked up, 
surprised at the shouting,” says the traveler, 
“ and there, sure enough, was the strange little 
creature, perched upon Mohammed's right 
shouider, nervously hugging his head, and cast- 
ing glances of alarm in every direction.” The 
wee man was soon pacified. He was the Chief 
of quite a large settlement near by. Dr. Schwein- 
fuerth afterwards measured a number of these 
dwarfs. The tallest full-grown men were not 
over 4 feet 10 inches. They said that 
great tribes of their fellows 
north of the equator. 

Dr. Schweinfuerth 
considers them to be closely allied to the Bush- 
men of South Africa. He bought one of them, 
Neswue, foradog, but kept him only eighteen 
months. At that time he died of over-eating, — 
surely a very civilized way of shuffling off the 
mortal coil, for did not the “ first gentleman in 
Europe, to whom Sir Walter Scott played flun- 
key, die from, the self-same cause? Neswue’s 
fate is less to be regretted, inasmuch as two of 
his kindred are now en route for Italy. They are 
to be placed in charge of the Ethnological So- 
ciety at Florence. 


WOMEN IN RUSSIA. 

It is the peculiarity of Russian reforms that 
they are forced upon the people by the Govern- 
ment and not vice versa. The mass of the péo- 
ple are semi-barbarous, but the ruling power is 
more than semi-enlightened. Its latest reform 
is among its best. It is extending the benefits 
of the Imperial school-system to women. This 
system would be quite complete were it not for 
the lack of two rather important elements,— 
teachers and scholars. Russia builds school- 
houses, but the Russians let them stand with a 
beggarly array of empty benches within. Thus 
the ranks from which the instructors must be 
drawn are but thinly filled. A scarcity of teach- 
ers is the result. This has probably impelled 
the Government to the energetic steps it 
is taking to promote the higher education 
among women. It means to train them as 
teachers. Its first move was to recall the Rus- 
sian women studying at Zurich and elsewhere.

$33,185.94 was not due till several days after

ENGLAND AT THE BOTTOM OF THE TROUBLE. 
But he thinks that this action of the Domin- 
joan Government was really the result of streuu- 
ous efforts that England has been making 
through her political and commercial agents to 
gain tlie supremacy over all other nations in 
commerce and influence in Santa Domingo, as 
well as in the other islands which surround it. 
Dr. Howe seems very confident that heis right 
in this belief, and all the facts in the case now 
known here tend to. corroborate him. If it is 
true, complications more serious than those 
which were straightened out recently at Geneva 
may anise between England and the United 
States.

Meeting of the National Board in New 
‘York City--important Statistics 
. Legislation Complained 
Oke 7 
New Tonk, April 22.— The Eighth Annual Con- 

vention of the National Board of Fire Under- 

writers began its sessions here to-day, Henry A. 

Oakley presiding. 0 
After reading the Treasurer's report, President 

Oakley proceeded to deliver his annual address. 

He congratulated the National Board on its 

flourishing condition, the spirit of unity among 

its members never having been more apparent 
than now. He reviewed the business of the past 
year, showing that it had been slightly better, 
though the losses, as usual, were very heavy. 

He reported a healthy condition of 

the local-board system, and gradual 

adoption of the system of schedule rating in all 
places of importance. He earnestly advocated 


this system, and hoped that its superiority over 


that of special rating would come to be re- 
ciated by all underwriters and the public. The 
meeting at Baltimore of the Chiefs of the Fire 


De ments of the chief cities of the Union 


and their proceedings were commended. He 
was gratified to notice increased interest in 
various quarters in the improvement of water 
supplies. He criticized with severity some of 
the recent insurance legislation, referring par- 
ticularly to that of the State of Wisconsin, 
which makes the amount insured, and not the 
actual cost by a fire, the measure of damages 
that must be paid by the company. He ho 
that the Board would take some action to n v 
this legislation.

Stone-Cutters“ and Mill-Operatives’ 
Strike in Massachusetts. 
Svecial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Boston, Mass., April 22.—The freestone-cut- 
ters of this city-are on a strike, which bids fair 
to work much inconvenience to builders. The 
trouble arose from a decision of the bosses that, 
in consideration of the state of business, the 
schedule of wages was too high to aliow of suc- 
cessful competition with other stone-workers. 
According to the regulations of the Boston Free- 
stone-Cutters’ Association, every freestone- 
worker,—good, bad, or indifferent, skilled cutter 
or apprentice,—received #5 a day, and so mas- 
ters have often been compelled to surrender jobs 
to granite workmen, at wages of only $2 or 
$3 a day, for skilled labor. At a meeting 
of bosses on Friday night, it was determined to 
pay first-class workmen $4.50 per day, and oth- 
ers accordiag to the work done. They also sign- 
ed a bond that the first firm that should vary 
from the rate of the Association by the payment 
of higher wages should pay to the Association 
$2,000. Of this decizion of the bosses the arti- 
sans were apprised by circulars posted in the 


yards. The artisans also considered the matter, 


and notified the bosses that they 

WOULD NOT SUBMIT TO A REDUCTION, 
but would desist from work until the old 
wages wore restored. On Monday the 
artisans did strike to the num- 
ber of about 250.

Hanging of Four Negroes at Thomas- 
ville, Ga.

We have witmessed here to-day one of those 
tragic, blundering, demoralizing scenes on the 
gailows for which the South is weekly becomin 
notorious. Emanuel McCormick, Nimrod 
Austin, and Charles Walker (negroes) suffered 
death for the murder of a white 

lanter, well known in this (Thomas) County. 

ebster Lyous, another negro, also suffered the 

extremé penalty for killing hie wife by adminis- 
tering strychnine to her. 

The criminals, though professing their inno- 
cence and readiness to die, as usual, had really 
been made the centre of a plot. They were to 
have been rescued by a large band of negroes 
from Florida and rgia. Some 400 negroes 
left the vicinity of Monticello, in Jefferson 
County, to join the main force in Leon County, 
from where they were to march direetiy for this 
point. This body was in communication with 
the negroes in prison. and by this means their 
project was frustrated. Reports were circulated 
thas the Governor of the State had ordered

On reaching the enclosure they saw the gal- 
lows for the first time, but, without betraying any 
visible emotion, they ascended the steps to the 
drop and took their places in the 
following order: Charles on the ht, 
Webster next, Emanuel third, and Nim- 
rod ou the left. With the exception of 
Charles, who was very nervous and rather feeble, 
four fellows never faced death with more imper- 
turbable coolness and apparent indifference than 
did these. Webster, the wife-poisoner, smiled 
frequently and amiably at the spectators. 
Charles spoke excitedly, but was in no (wa 
fearful, and the othertwo were as calm an 
quiet as if they had only been placed there on 
exhibition, in that ghastly and grave-like attire, 
for the purpose of extorting a confession, 

Three colored clergymen performed the final 
religious ceremonies. The Rev. H. McDonald 
delivered a brief but impressive sermon. The 
Rev. H. B. Dowdell sang the hymn, in which he 
was joined by the criminals : 

And am I born to die; 
Jo lay this body down, 
And must my trembling spirit fly 
lato a world unknown ?f 

At the conclusion of this an earnest a 
was made for mercy on their souls by the Rev. 
A. Delamatte, all of the condemned men kneel- 
ing, though the ropes were then around their 
necks. After this the clergyman took a final 
farewell and left the drop.

Are you all 
ready?” There was the same affirmative re- 


sponse from them all, one adding, I trust we 


will meet in heaven; but no admission, no con- 
fession, and in a few seconds more the rope was 
severed, and the long, unwieldy drop fell with a 
loud bang, at twentf-five minutes past 10 a. m. 
The four bodies, Making an aggregate of 600 
pounds, fell nearly 514 feet, and with such force 
as to shake violently the 10 by 10-inch post of 
which the gallows was constructed. Every noose 
slipped from its position to the back of the neck, 
in consequence of. which. there was no disloca- 
tion of the vertebre in either case, and strangu- 
lation slowly finished the work the halter had so 
badly begun. The body of Charles, which was 
at the extreme end ot the drop, struggled ter- 
ribly for several minutes, though he was feeble, 
attenuated, and light ; the others were all heavy 
men, and did not struggle a: all. There were 
convulsive heavings at the chestof each, and 
these were scarcely perceptible. 

Dr, Taylor, the attending physician, promptly 
examined them and found them dead in the 
following order: Charles, who struggled most, 
died in six minutes and a half; Webster, who 
did not struggle at all, lived ten minutes; 
Emanuel died in six minutes, and Nimrod in 
eight and a half. After they were dead, the 
Sheriff threw open the doors of the jail-yard and 


admitted the people to see the bodies hanging. 


Over 500 people availed themselves of this ques- 
tionable privilege. When the bodies had n 
hanging nearly an hour, they were cut down, 
placed in coffins, and turned over to their 
friends for interment.

After the close of the afternoon session, 500 
women marched in procession to the Esplanade 
and sang and prayed there. A band of music 
played all the while in a saloon opposite where 
they were praying.

THE MOIETIES SYSTEM. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicavo Tribwne, 
Wasarneton, D. C., April 22.—The memorial 
of the Philadelphia Board of Trade, which was 
presonted in the Senate to-day, declares , among 
other things, that the system of moieties and the 
employment of spies and informers as a part of 
the Customs Department of the General Gov-

held as domiciled in a foreign country. The 
fifth section recognizes the lawful marriages of 
American citizens abroad.
